FARM PLANS FOR THE NEXT YEAR 


There is a great deal of real and 
effective work that may be done on 
the farm during these long winter 
evenings after the or coal bin 
has been filled up, the stock comfort- 
ably quartered, and while the young 
folks are out for a sleigh ride; work 
quite effective and valuable and 
even more so than any work that may 
be done during the year on the farm. 
In other this is the time for 
farmers to lay their plans for the next 
year, not merely as to what crops they 
shall grow and where they shall grow 
them, but how, and why. With the 
price of land in the great corn and 
grass states at the present figure, it 
is more imperative to do this careful 
planning now than ever before in the 
history of the west, for land has been 
higher the last year than ever before 
and the proportionate income from it 
must necessarily be lower unless we 
grow better crops 

And first we would suggest that as 
far as possible the acreage of grain 
to be planted or sown should be 
strictly limited to the possibilities of 
giving it first-class cultivation. A 
gentleman from Nebraska was in the 
office the other day, narrating the ex- 
perience of beet growers in the Platte 
valley, some of whom had ten tons to 
the acre worth $4.25 and others on the 
same kind of land, or even poorer land, 
had eighteen tons per acre worth near- 
ly if not quite $5.00 per ton. On inquir- 
ing as to why this difference, we found 
it was as far as could be determined 
altogether in the cultivation, one large 
landholder working his beets three 
times and getting ten tons, while a 
tenant of his who had a smaller acre- 
age worked his seven or eight times 
and got eighteen tons. 

We mention this simply by way of 
illustration of the fact known to almost 
every farmer that forty acres of corn 
thoroughly cultivated will often yield 
more than sixty acres of the same kind 
of land poorly cultivated and make 
a great deal more net profit. There- 
fore, do not try this year to spread 
yourself over as many acres of land 
as possible. Get the rest down in 
grass and watch the cattle eat the 
grass while you do the work in the 
adjoining field. 

We certainly 
late day to urge our readers to get the 
best seed corn they can get for next 
year’s planting. 
to your climate no matter what price 
you have to pay for the seed. Good 
seed corn of the kind you want is 
cheaper at $2.00 per bushel than the 
corn you ought not to want at 30 cents. 
You can not pay too much for good 
seed corn, and by this we mean the 
kind that is adapted to your soil and 
climate, and what is the best for you 
might be the worst for the man living 
one or two hundred miles north of 
you. What this is you must determine 
for yourself. Get first corn that will

corn of that kind that you can, and 
get corn with the most breeding in it 
possible.

to the greatest extent possible during 
the year 1904. We did not much feel 
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like asking the average farmer to pay | 


$500, $600, or $700 for a thoroughbred 
bull or $2,000 for a registered horse 
last year and the year before, but 
now that prices of improved stock of 
all kinds have fallen off so greatly, we 
feel like saying to our farmers: Pitch 
in! You can not very well make a 
mistake now, but get good ones of 


whatever breed suits your soil, cli- | 


mate, and fancy. Do not breed any 
kind of stock that you do not like, but 
get what is the best in your judgment 
and then get the best that money can 
buy and set yourself to work to repro- 
duce them as near as possible in 
quality. 

Bear in mind that you can buy the 
heredity but must make the environ- 
ment, and the environment is quite as 
important in the development of the 
animal form as the heredity. Both 
must go together to produce a really 


first-class animal. The natural en- 
vironment of any of these central 
Mississippi states is good enough 


where the land is good. It is the arti- 
ficial environment that you must 
create, and this can only be done by 
improving yourself, learning the nutri- 
tive value of foods, their digestibility, 
palatability, the ways of combining 
them to secure the best results with 
different kinds of live stock and of 
different ages. 

When a man gets good live stock of 
any kind and undertakes to reproduce 
them he is very apt to look after his 
fences, his buildings, and his home 
better than he ever did before. And 
this brings us to a point which we 
particularly wish to impress upon our 
readers this year, that the farm will 
afford you a better mode of invest- 
ment for your profits than anything 
outside can give you. If any of our 
readers have fooled away good money 
by investing it in gold mines, silver 
mines, copper mines, oil wells, rubber 
plantations, worthless patent rights, 
or in bond or investment schemes and 
have been bitten to a greater or less 
extent, let them calmly sit down and 
figure up the losses and then charge 
it up on their books to “fool tax,” and 
hereafter look upon their farm as the 
best customer for their savings. There 
is plenty of room on the quarter sec- 
tion of land for the investment of sur- 
plus profits for the next two or three 
years. Not, however, in the way of 
putting up showy buildings, but first 
in enriching the land; second, in dress- 
ing it, by which we mean good fences 
—woven wire. 
wire fence is a thing of the past, or 
should be, except on the range. Add 
to the comfort of your buildings; put 
up a silo, do not forget that. 
modern comforts ‘in your house; a 
furnace, hot and cold water if you 
can. Put in an automatic system of 
watering for your live stock. Run the 
water into the house that your wife 
may not have to pump water but can 
have hot and cold water as_ she 
pleases. All these are better forms 
of investment than anything outside 
can offer. 

When prices of everything were 
high as they were the last year or 
two we suggested but did not bear 
down on these points. Now that re- 
adjustment is going on, which will be 
completed in the next few months, 
farmers can safely go in and with the 
glut of money which is likely to come 
within the next ninety days they can 
even afford to borrow money in order 
to make these improvements which 
will surely bring them a profit. 





THE RELATIVE VALUE OF DIFFER- 
ENT KINDS OF HAY. 


An Iowa correspondent asks: 
“What is the relative feeding value 
of timothy and clover hay mixed and 


| ordinary wild hay when fed to stock 
do not need at this | 


cattle?” 

That depends largely on the amount 
of clover in the mixture. We can 
answer the question best by stating 
that we would regard a ton of clover 
hay equivalent in feeding value for 
stock cattle to two tons of wild hay 
and from one and one-half to two tons 
of timothy. 

This answer may surprise many of 
our readers. If the question had been 
asked as to what is best for horses 
we would give a different answer. 
Clover furnishes the flesh-forming ele- 
ments and it is flesh formers that are 
required for young cattle. Clover hay 
has really more of this element than 
nature requires, and hence may be 
mixed with timothy, or, cheaper still, 
with corn fodder, or with wild hay if 
of good value and not too high in 
price. Once more we insist on our

THE GOOD AND EVIL OF OUR PACK- 
ING SYSTEM. 

The United States differs from all 
other countries in the world, at least 
from those with which we are ac- 
quainted, in that its packing opera- 
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same firms, and in close touch with 
each other. 

The third disadvantage is the 
gradual impoverishment of large sec- 
tions of the United States by reason 
of the substitution of dressed beef 
from the packing houses for home 
slaughtered beef, thus transforming 
the butcher into a cutter and destroy- 
ing the market for live stock among 
farmers. Our readers have all heard 


| of the marked depreciation of land in 


tions and its great cattle markets are | 
held at few points and the operations | 


conducted there are on the largest 


scale known on the face of the earth. | 


In the British Islands they have a 
large daily market at every principal 
city, and semi-weekly, weekly, semi- 
monthly, or monthly markets at every 
considerable town. Here the prices 
are fixed at not more than six points: 
Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis, St. 
Joseph, Omaha, and Sioux City. 

It is our present purpose to discuss 
the good and the evil, the advantages 
and disadvantages, of this American 
system. First, it provides a market 
on which the farmer can sell any busi- 
ness day in the year any kind of stock 
in any kind of condition, whether it 
be the fancy bred and fed steer, the 
canner, the hog, or sheep, of any age, 
size, or quality. They make it possi- 
ble to sell at some price. There is no 
need of waiting for a customer; you 
will find a customer always at any 
of these points and you can always 
make a sale. 


Second, these large packing centers | 


encourage the employment of large 
capital, thus enabling them to do busi- 
ness on a scale commensurate with 
the resources of the entire country. 
With unlimited capital there is an 
opportunity to engage in any particu- 
lar department of the packing busi- 
ness which the owners desire and they 
can always find raw material in the 
stock yards for whatever line they 
may choose. The magnitude cn which 
these operations are carried on en- 
ables them to utilize every particle in 
the animal. Nothing goes to waste 
except the bawl of the cattle, the 
squeal of the pig, and the bleat of the 
sheep. Blood, bone, hair, and entrails 
—everything is utilized for some pur- 
pose, and hence there is a great 
economical saving. In our censures of 
these great packing centers we must 
not overlook their advantages. 

The disadvantages are to a great 
extent inseparable from the advan- 
tages. The practical concentration of 
the business in these half a dozen 
points enables the same corporations 
to do business at all these points and 


| to agree on the prices they will pay 


Put the | 





the farmer and feeder for his live 
stock and what the consumer shall 
pay for the finished product. It en- 
ables them to levy both on the grower 
of the cattle and the consumer of the 
meats at will and rob both right and 
left, for a time at least, as they are 
doing now. 

Just now the packers have the idea 
that there are unlimited numbers of 
hogs coming into market and hence 
they have reduced the price to about 
two-thirds of that of a year ago while 
at the same time they are maintaining 
practically the old prices for meats. 
Whether they are correct in this judg- 
ment or not we do not know, but if 
they are, the thought of advancing 
prices to even up or returning to the 
shipper the money of which they have 
robbed him would never for a moment 
enter their minds. 

Second, it enables the men who buy 
the stock from the farmer and sell it 
to the packer to form close corpora- 
tions and levy tribute more than their 
services are worth, great as these 
services are. Our older readers may 
remember that fifteen or twenty years 
ago commission firms were to be 
found all through the western coun- 
try, the stock being held by feeders 
and shippers and represented on the 
Board of Trade by an agent who was 





a member of the exchange, the profits | 


being divided between the country 


members of the firm. By a rule of the | 
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exchange this was forbidden and these 
companies dissolved. 
Conscious that they were levying a 


higher tribute on the farmer than | 
necessary, the exchange evened it up | 


by keeping him advised by telegraph 
or telephone of the condition of the 
market, advising him when to ship 


and when to buy stockers, all of which | 


was paid for by the member of the 
exchange. The shipper was given the 
glad hand, his hotel bill paid, and 
every courtesy extended him, all of 
which is now forbidden except that 
they may take him to one meal at 
noon. This would not be possible if 
the exchanges were not few and cen- 
trally located, composed largely of the 





the eastern states, a depreciation that 
has gone so far that in some parts of 
Maine and New Hampshire lands have 
been entirely abandoned or sold at 
from $1.00 to $2.00 per acre and al- 
lowed to grow up to its original pine 
forest. While land in the corn and 
cattle country has been increasing by 
leaps and bounds, it has been steadily 


falling from the Atlantic coast back 
to central Ohio. Why is this? The 
reason is quite obvious to any man 
who understands the condition of 
things there and has a moderate 


knowledge of soil physics. Except in 
the dairy sections in these states 
there are no cattle to speak of, the 
reason being that there is no home 
market for them. It does not pay to 
keep them. The farmer, therefore, is 
forced to sell the raw-products off his 
farm for which he has a market. He 
sells his hay, his straw, his grain; in 
fact, everything loose on the farm. He 
ceases to grow clover and grows grain 
instead of grass, thus steadily de- 
creasing the humus content of the 
soil. Because timothy hay sells at a 
better price than clover, he grows that 
in preference and thus his land de 
creases in nitrogen and becomes un- 
productive. 

The productive capacity of the soil 
is a very large element in the price 
and hence men in the west who have 
been attracted by these low priced 
lands in the eastern states within an 
hour’s ride of the great cities have 
been grievously disappointed in their 
purchases. They have discovered that 
they must adopt a different system of 


“farming; that they must, unless they 


went into dairying, become soil rob- 
bers by necessity and compulsion, and 
all this largely from an unsuspected 
cause—that the American packing 
system has rendered beef growing and 
stock raising unprofitable in the east 
and in the south. 

Now that everything connected with 
our packing system is-receiving severe 
criticism, and the railroad, the com- 
mission men, and the packers’ with 
their methods of obtaining preferences 
on the railroads are under discussion, 
let us not overlook this larger feature 
of the subject. We have been satisfied 
for several years that the real reason 
for the low price of eastern lands is 
the packing system which has been 
adopted, perhaps by necessity or ap 
parent necessity, but none the 
adopted in the United States. In no 
foreign country would it be possible 
for a few firms to obtain a monopoly 
of the business of killing cattle, selling 
meat, and transporting it on the rail 
roads.

(Number 2.) 

Your Uncle Henry

My Dear Boy: 
was brought 
western Pennsylvania on which 
of the principal crops grown was corn. 
We did not have any well defined 
breeds of corn in those days—just corn 
—mostly yellow, and of this there was 
one variety called “gourd seed” that 
made the boys wish when it came to 
husking that the man who originated 


up on 


one 


it had never been born, or if he had 
to be, had been born in China or 
Hindoostan. 


We did not have corn planters fifty 
years ago, nor weeders, nor spring- 
tooth harrows, nor surface cultivators, 
nor improved harrows, nor riding 
plows; neither did we have any shred- 
ders or silos. We preferred to plant 
the corn on clover or blue grass sod 
plowed in the fall or winter. We har- 
rowed it as best we could with the 
only harrow we had—an old-fashioned, 
straight-tooth, blacksmith or home- 
made harrow, and then furrowed it out 
with a small bar share, or what we 
called the half patent plow. We then 
cross furrowed with the same tool. A 
boy then went ahead and dropped 
three kernels at the intersections of 
these furrows and a man or boy fol- 
lowed, covering with a hoe and usually 
stepping on the hill after covering to 
compress the earth around the seed 
to hasten germination. 

After it came up we harrowed with 
a V-shaped harrow with the tooth at 
the angle removed, a boy walking be- 
hind to guide the harrow with a rope 
or pole fastened to it at both sides 
behind. We then took the bar share 
plow and threw a small furrow from 
the row of corn on each side, going as 
close as we dared without disturbing 
the corn, and leaving the row stand- 
ing on a narrow strip, and then with 
the same tool afterwards threw it back 
to the corn to give loose dirt to the 
roots as they spread and afterward 
loosened up the middle with a single 
broad shovel or bull tongue. Some 
farmers laid the corn by by taking the 
bar share plow, running it as deep 
as they could, throwing as heavy a 
furrow as they could up to the corn 
on each side of the row, thus root 
pruning to an extent that would be dis- 
astrous in a climate with less rainfall. 

All this was over fifty years ago 
Later we began to use double shovels 
and still later a V-shaped cultivator 
with five small shovels running only 
two or three inches deep. We never 
thought of plowing corn without a boy 
following to hoe the weeds out of the 
hill and loosen up the surface. It took 
a pretty lively boy or man to grow 
more than twelve or fifteen acres in 
this way. 

About the only book farming we had 
in those days was Horace Greeley’s 
Weekly Tribune, on one page of which 
Horace would tell us how to farm 
Your Uncle Henry in some way got 
hold of a sample copy and noticed that 
if he would get a hustle on him and 
get ten new subscribers he would get 
a copy of the Tribune for one year 
free. He started out, just as you are 
about to do, with a full stock of en- 
thusiasm, but he run up against some 
very hard propositions before he got 
through. In those days there was a 
degree of prejudice against book farm- 
ing of which you can form no concep- 
tion. The almanac was the agricul- 
tural bible of most farmers, and 
signs of the zodiac and moon and the 
Ten Commandments and Sermon on 
the Mount. You must plant potatoes 
in the sign of Libra, or the scales, so 
that the tops and roots would balance. 
You must perform surgical operations 
on the farm when the sign was in the 
feet or the calf or the pig would die 
If a cow “lost her cud,” that is, quit 
ruminating and her horns were cold, 
she had “hollow horn” and “wolf in 
the tail,” and the infallible remedy of 
the experienced or “practical” farmer 
was to bore a hole in the horn about 
three inches from the skull and put in 
pepper and salt and at the same time 
split the lower part of the tail about 
four inches and tie it up after insert- 
ing a slice of salt bacon or pepper and 
salt. 

There was a certain small bone in 
the hog’s head which if a boy was 
smart enough to get when his father 
was dissecting the head at butchering 
time and slipped in his pocket was 
a sure preventive of toothache. If a 
rail fence—we had no other kind—was 
laid in the full moon the rails would 
not sink into the soil for the moon 
would hold them up. For the same 
reason the manure must be hauled out 
in the dark of the moon in order that 
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it might hug the ground and not be 
lifted up by the growing grass. 

I mention these things to you that 
you may know the class of farmers 
your Uncle Henry undertook to per- 
suade to subscribe for a political paper 
which gave instruction in farming. 
The strangest part of it was that he 
had even more difficulty in getting 
some of the best farmers to subscribe 
than the indifferent ones, for notwith- 
standing all these superstitions there 
were some very good farmers in those 
days. Their land was naturally rich. 
They were very hard workers. They 
had by long experience learned what 
was the best way to handle each par- 
ticular type of soil on the farm, and 
there were usually three or four quite 
distinct types. They did not get it out 
of books. Much that Horace taught 
them might do well enough in New 
York but it really did not apply in 
Pennsylvania, and they knew it. They 
could not see how a politician of 
national fame could know anything 
about farming five hundred miles from 
home/ Much of what Horace taught 
them was dead wrong,,for there were 
no first-class agricultural books or 
farm papers nor agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations to teach first 
principles and suggest how to apply 
them to particular soils and conditions. 
Their idea was that a farm paper pro- 
posed to tell them exactly what to do 
without stating the particular condi- 
tions and circumstances, and you will 
find a good many farmers of the same 
notion now. 

But I got my ten subscribers after 
much tribulation. Some _ subscribed 
because they thought a great deal of 
my father, some to encourage me, 
others because Horace Greeley was a 
Whig. Others refused to subscribe be- 
cause they did not want any Whiggery 
in their houses. One old fellow would 
have nothing to do with me because I 
had galloped his horses from the 
watering trough to the stable one day 
when I helped him thrash. I will not 
quote what I heard him say, but it was 
to the effect that boys were affected 
with something like demonical posses- 
sion. 

My experience in learning how to 
handle men paid me several times over 
for my trouble although by helping 
any of the neighbors to husk corn at 
fifty cents a day, which I sometimes 
did, I could have made the subscrip- 
tion price twice over in the time I 
spent in getting up this club. There- 
fore, it paid, and it paid well. You 
will not have half as hard a time as I 


did, and it will pay you far better if 
you succeed because it will start you 
on the way of learning how to farm

CHATS WITH FARMERS. 

At of year farmers ask 
more questions than we can deal with 
in detail, and we are therefore obliged 
deal with them in the form of 
chats. 

Mr. W. C. Leonard, of Sioux county, 
lowa, wishes to know if it is advisable 
to leave a rather sluggish stream of 
the hog pasture which he 
intends to use next spring, or whether 


he had better fence it out. As he puts 
it: “Is it advisable or not to have it 
so hogs can have free access to this

water in 


water? Some farmers say it is not 
good for hogs. to have water where 


they can go at any and all times to 
wallow; others say it is all right to 
let them have free access to wallows 
or running water as they desire. No 


hogs have access to this stream of 
water above my pasture for several 
miles.” 


If this stream is not too sluggish, 
we see no objection to leaving it in 
the pasture, although we would prefer 
that hogs should have an opportunity 
to bathe in troughs through which a 
stream of clear water runs. The hog 
is very much like a man in one re- 


spect; in several, in fact, and one of 
them is that he needs to bathe occa- 
sionally The cleaner the water he 


can bathe in, the better for him. 

A northwestern Iowa correspondent 
wishes to know how much clover he 
should sow in the spring either with 
barley or early oats, the intention be- 
ing to use the first crop the following 
year for hay and the second either for 
hay or pasture, the object being to 
increase the fertility of the land. 

For this purpose we would sow eight 
pounds of the common red clover, giv- 
ing it in his latitude, which is the ex- 
treme northwest of Iowa, the same 
covering under ordinary conditions 
that is given to the small grains unless 
at the time of seeding the land should

be very wet, in which case we would 
cover only with the harrow. 

A subscriber writes that he heard 
Mr. H. D. Watson, of Kearney, Ne- 
braska, recommend at an _ institute 
sowing blue grass with alfalfa, and 
wishes us to tell him whether Mr.

The place to have asked this ques- 
tion was when Mr. Watson was on 
the floor, and we mention this now 
because farmers are very modest folk 
and hesitate to ask an institute lec- 
turer just what he means and will fre- 
quently buttonhole him as he passes 
out and sometimes follow him to the 
hotel to ask questions which should 
have been asked in the meeting and for 
the benefit of the entire audience. We 
have been on Mr. Watson’s ranch and 
studied his alfalfa to some extent, and 
from what we know of the soil and 
climate of that section we would cer- 
tainly chance the English blue grass 
as a mixture with alfalfa for pasture. 
It will grow under drier conditions 
than Kentucky blue grass. 

The same correspondent further 
asks whether redtop would do well in 
Smith county, Kansas. 

Here again we must say that we do 
not know. We are not a friend to red- 
top in any country between the coun- 
of extreme nothern Iowa and 
Tennessee. We noticed it growing in

Tennessee where neither red clover 
nor blue grass would grow. In short, 


we would not sow redtop at all if we 
could get any better grass. We would 
much prefer to sow either brome grass 
or English blue grass, otherwise 
known meadow fescue, in Smith 
‘ounty, Kansas. We believe with 
proper care and cultivation either of 
them would succeed either alone or 
together or in connection with alfalfa. 
We would expect the English blue 
grass to make the best showing the 
first year, and that brome grass would 
disagreeably disappoint the farmer the 
first year but if he has faith to let it 
alone it will agreeably disappoint him 
the next year and the year following.

Columbia to southern Kansas, we do 
not think there are two better grasses 

where alfalfa will not grow—than 
English blue grass, or meadow fescue, 
ind brome grass 

A Nebraska farmer who is renting 
his farm, cattle, hogs, and all the farm 
implements necessary to carry on the 
farm, with houses to live in, on the 
shares, the renter doing all the work 
and getting one-third of the proceeds, 
writes us on two or three minor points. 
First, should he pay the expense of 
hauling the manure to the fields and 
filling the ice house for summer use? 
Second, what proportion of the feed 
should the tenant furnish beginning 
March ist? Should he buy the feed 
the same and leave as much 
when the lease expires? 

Inasmuch as we presume this lease 
is for a term of years and the tenant 
will therefore get the benefit of the 
manure, we think it would be but fair 
and just for him to haul out the ma- 
nure but we advise the landlord to 
buy a manure spreader and make the 
labor as easy as possible. The in- 
creased value that he would receive 
from the manure by being able to 
spread it evenly and about one-half 
the usual amount to the acre, will pay 
a large interest on the cost of the 
spreader. 

Inasmuch as the tenant will get the 
benefit and has the use of 
the farm teams for filling the house, 
we believe the thing would be but 
fair for him to furnish the labor. 

The last question is not so easy to 
answer, but as the tenant’s share is 
one-third,. which is the presumable 
value of his labor, we think it would 
be but just for him to furnish one- 
third of the grain feed required from 
the first of March until grass comes,

An lowa correspondent writes ask- 
ing which would be the best pasture 
for steers, clover or blue grass; that 
is, which would fatten most if neither 
pasture were overstocked. 

That would depend on the season 
and the location In Missouri and 
southern Iowa it is hard to find any- 
thing that will beat an old blue grass 
pasture. Further north we would re- 
gard a mixture of clover and blue 
grass as better than either one alone 
for that purpose. 

The same correspondent asks if a 
field were seeded to clover and pas- 


blue grass, stating that a | 








tured the next season instead of be 
ing mown for hay and were kept for 
pasture, how long could one expect it 
to be a good pasture if the seasons 
were favorable and it were not over 
stocked. 

If it is not pastured so closely as 
to prevent some of the clover from 
seeding and going into the ground, it 
will be a good pasture indefinitely 
We would, however, sow timothy with 
it. If it is pastured so closely that 
no clover will go to seed, it will in the 
end run out. Bear in mind that clover, 
which is ordinarily a biennial, may be 
converted into a short perennial by 
keeping it from going to seed. This, 
however, would require short pastur 
ing, and if we were putting down a 
field of that kind we would sow tim 
othy with it, expecting the timothy to 
predominate the second year and the 
clover to hold its own afterwards pro 
vided there had been sufficient seed 
matured to reseed the ground thor 
oughly. 

He also asks if the pasturing of this 
field would enrich the soil and put it 
in as good physical condition as if left 
for hay instead of pasturing. 

Yes. 

Still further on the same line he 
says: “About what time should thi 
field or pasture be plowed up again 
to give the best results for a crop of 
corn? Which is the best tirne to plow 
it, early or late in the spring or fall?’ 

That depends on the locality. In 
the locality of our correspondent, Hum 
boldt county, Iowa, we would plow it 
in the fall and as late as we could and 
still get it plowed. If it was in central 
Missouri or south central or southern 
Illinois, or the same latitude in 
Kansas, we would plow in the spring, 
and especially if the land was heavy 
clay. 

Now for the reasons: We would not 
plow early in the fall because it is 
always good farming to keep land, and 
especially land that has been in clover, 
as full as possible of green roots when 
it is not frozen. For this reason we 
would not plow in the fall in the sec 
tions of the country where there is 
usually rainfall in the winter and not 
very heavy freezing. Plowing land in 
the fall in northern sections in the 
region of heavy frosts, and in the 
spring in the region of light frosts 
and much rain in the winter time 
would not only put the ground in the 
best physical condition but would con 
serve fertility.

“It was the farmer who kept the 
balance of trade with the United 
States. Excluding the products of the 


farm, there was during the period from 
1890 to 1902 an annual adverse balance 
of trade amounting to $62,000,000. In- 
eluding the farm products this balance 
is wiped out, and we had left $275,000,- 
000 to the credit of this country. Dur- 
ing 1903 there was an unfavorable bal- 
ance of trade in exports and imports 
other than those of the farm, which 
amounted to $56,000,000, but when the 
farmer’s part in the international com- 
merce is included the balance in our 
favor is just about $367,000,000. 

“Here you have the tremendous re- 
serve sustaining power of the farmers 
of this country. They are the people 
who pay the foreign bondholders 

“IT will tell you that the farmers are 
independent of the banks, the money 


lenders or anybody else. They are 
prosperous. In the east anybody can 
see it for himself. They are getting 


good prices for their grain, hay, milk, 
butter, cheese, fruits, and other pro- 
duce. Think of the prices of eggs and 
poultry! Then they have the ad- 
vantage over their western brethren

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in not having the long haul and heavy 
freight rates. 

“The farmers of the west were never 
in such easy circumstances. Their 
crops have been good, and the demand 
from abroad has been such as to keep 
the prices at a comfortable figure. 
This is true of everything the farmer 
raises to sell—hogs, cattle, wool, etc.” 

“But many men are predicting hard 
times for next year What is your 
view of that as one acquainted with 
farm conditions?” Mr. Wilson was 
asked. 

“There can be no hard times, such 
as Wall street predicts,” he replied, “so 
long as the crops do not fail. The 
American farmer is an optimist. In 
the west the banks are bursting with 
farmer’s money. The farmer has lux- 
uries such as one would not have 
dreamed of seeing in a farmhouse 
twenty years ago. The farmer often 
has a telephone in his house. His 
daughter has a piano, and goes to 
boarding school The children have 
bicycles 

“IT am told

loan. From lowa alone somewhere in

“And me tell my views about 
another thing. There is much talk in 
Wall street about the timidity of in- 
vestors Money is scarce at times, 
and the market sags. There is diffi- 
culty about getting money to float this 
and that great enterprise. Men will 
not go into them because they have 
been humbugged before. So the cause 
of flotation languishes, and the pro- 
moters look to foreign investors, but 
of recent date with indifferent success. 

“The point I want to bring out is 
this: If the bureau of corporations of 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor had been organized long enough 
to give to the public an idea of the 
stability of corporations which are 
seeking for the confidence of the in- 
vesting public, long enough to assure 
the farmers of the west that they were 
good and reliable investments, instead

of ‘salted mines,’ they would supply 
the money to set them going. If the 
schemes of Wall street were not re- 
garded with suspicion—not always 
well founded, if you please—the farm- 
ers’ money would be invested there, 
and then, where would be all these

For instance, the boll- 
weevil is threatening the cotton crop. 
The government is undertaking oper- 
ations to ascertain the cause of this 
pest and to stamp it out 
“Constant experiments 
made to show that there 
crops with which the American farmer 
is not familiar that 
a greater profit than some of those he 
is now engaged in producing. The 
cultivation of the sugar beet is going

it is at the present time. Six years 
ago the production of beet sugar in 
this country was 29,000 tons. One 
year ago the production was 220,000 
tons. The production is going to in- 
crease, and it means a good paying

“Then, again, great progress has

On 
this land as a result of our experiments 
year before last 10,000,000 bushels of 
wheat were harvested Last year it 
was 25,000,000. In a few years the 
production will be 100,000,000 bushels. 

“I have the greatest confidence in 
the agriculturist as the real sustaining 
power of the prosperity of the United 
States So long as the crops are 
boundless the railroads will make 
money hauling to the market or to the 
seaboard. So long as the railroads 
make money they produce dividends 
and they keep the shops going. When 
the railroads cut or pass dividends the 
whole country takes alarm. Mer- 
chants curtail their stocks, manufac- 
turing establishments shut down and 
contemplated industries are aban- 
doned. Hence there is no question in 
my mind as to the important part the 
farmer is playing and will continue to 
play in the financial affairs of the 
United States.”

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Feeding Questions. 

A Johnson county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes to know how and what to 
feed a bunch of December and January 
calves which he wishes to grow 
fatten for baby beef. He 
of separator milk; also oats, corn, and 
mixed timothy and clover hay He 
wishes particularly to know whether 
he should add oil meal or other 
centrated feed to the separator 
while the calves are young. 

Let us see about this. The dry mat 
ter of separator milk is a highly 
nitrogenous ration; too much s0 as a 
safe feed for the calf. Therefore, it 
would not be good feeding to add oil 
meal or any similar feed to this sepa 
rator milk. Neither would we add oats 
as they are too expensive. He really 
does not need anything more than 
corn and good mixed timothy and 
clover hay. If we fed oats at all it

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Fertilize the Land, Not the Crop. 
(Continued from front page) 


yacks of their letters “Don’t,” and thus 


two cents would have saved them 
about $25 apiece. 
We advise our readers in [Illinois 


and elsewhere to go slow on this sub- 
ject of using commercial fertilizers. 
The most expensive element in them 
is nitrogen, and what is the sense of 
the ordinary farmer paying a_ long 
price for nitrogen when he can get all 
he wants of it out of the atmosphere 


which he breathes by simply using | 
some kind of leguminous crop? It will 


take a year to get it but he will get 
it as sure as he gets a stand of any 
of the clovers, alfalfa, cowpeas, or soy 
beans. Men who really understand 
book farming do not throw their 
money away on this kind of business 
unless they gardeners who can not 
wait a year but must have some kind 
of fertilizer that acts quickly. 

The most of the black soils of Illi- 
nois and of the region in which these 
farmers live have no special need of 
potassium or phosphates except possi- 
bly potassium on peaty land. If the 
land has long been farmed, it may 
need lime to correct the acidity, but 
in nine cases out of ten that it all 
that is needed. Hence, in buying these 
ommercial fertilizers and applying 
them to the corn they were not follow- 
ing book farming at all, but the re- 
verse. 

If the land is kept well stored with 
nitrogen and humus and has the lack- 
ing element of fertility applied in the 


ar 
are 


cheapest way it can be, there is no 
trouble whatever in growing good 
crops provided it is kept in proper 


physical condition. Keep up the sup- 
ply of nitrogen in the land by growing 
humus, thus enabling you to keep it 
in good physical conition and well sup- 
plied with nitrogen and forget that 
there is such a thing as potassium or 
phosphates unless you are in a sec- 
tion where the investigations of the 
scientists and the experience of farm- 
ers show that you need one or the 
other. Then buy what you need in 
the cheapest form in which you can 
get it and let the rest alone. 

If our Illinois readers persist in 
growing corn or any other grain con- 
tinuously on land for twenty-five or 
thirty years. under the belief that its 
fertility is inexhaustible, they will find 
their land becoming acid by and by 
and will be obliged to apply lime to 
correct the acidity. They will dis- 
cover as the years go on that their 
land is deficient in humus and eventu- 
ally in nitrogen and then they will be 
tempted to go still further and buy 
commercial fertilizers in shot gun 
doses, and, of course, will be in a mood 
to sneer at book farming. It is not 
less book farming they need, but more. 
If their minds are properly fertilized 
the fertility of the land will follow as 
a matter of course.

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© The Government Crop Report. 

In our last issue we gave a brief 
synopsis of the government report on 
the yield of corn in the nation and 
some of the states. The full report 
of the government has come to hand 
and there are some items in it which 
may interest our readers. 

The yield of oats is placed at 784,- 
000,000 bushels, or 28.4 bushels per 
acre, Illinois being first in the total 
yield and Iowa second. The yields per 
acre as given by the department are 
somewhat interesting, the highest be- 
ing that of Washington, 47.9 bushels, 
Montana being second with 46.4 bush- 
els. The New England states and the 
mountain states, as might naturally be 
expected, returning the highest yields. 
Oats love a cooler climate than is 
found in most of the states of the 
Mississippi valley. 

The winter wheat yield per acre is 
given at’ 12.3 bushels, Kansas, of 
course, leading with a total yield of 
83,000,000 bushels, or 14 bushels per 
acre. Idaho has the highest yield per 
acre, 21 bushels, and Washington 20.1 
bushels. 

The spring wheat crop is placed at 
14 bushels per acre, with North Da- 
kota leading in total yield and South 
Dakota second with yields of 12.7 and 
13.8 bushels per acre, respectively. 

In the yield per acre of barley, the 
mountain states actually take the lead, 
Montana giving 40.2 bushels; Colorado, 
38.3 bushels; Oregon, 37.9 bushels; 
and Utah, 37.5 bushels. In total yield 
California leads, with 31,000,000 bush- 
els, and Iowa with 28,000,000 bushels. 

Montana leads also in rye, with 24.6 
bushels per acre; South Dakota sec- 
ond, with 20.2 bushels; the largest 
total yield being in Michigan, with 15.5 
bushels per acre. 

In flax seed North Dakota leads, 
with 13,000,000 bushels, as compared 
with a total yield in the United States 
of 27,000,000 bushels; nearly half the 
crop. The yield per acre, however, is 
but 7.3 bushels, as compared with an 
average of 8.4 bushels, Oklahoma giv- 
ing the highest yield per acre, 18 
bushels. 

In the yield of potatoes per acre 
Maine. leads, with 196 bushels; Utah 
second, with 177 bushels; and 


Wyoming third, with 167 bushels. The | 


mountain states where irrigation can 
be used giving the highest yields, the 
average the United States over being 
87.4 bushels. 

There has been more or less com- 
plaint in trade circles that there must 
be something wrong with the govern- 
ment method of collecting statistics. 
It should be borne in mind, however, 
that these are merely estimates of 
value especially for comparing with 
each other. The present report on 
the corn crop, however, would lead 
one to suspect that there is at least 
room for improvement in the method. 








The data for these reports are fur- 
nished mainly by farmers, but when 
one reads the reports of the yield of 
corn per acre in a territory with which 
he is tolerably familiar he is inclined 
to think that a change in the reporters 
might lead to better results. 

For example: Wisconsin is credited 
with a yield of 29.3 bushels per acre; 
Minnesota, 28.3 bushels; while Iowa 
has 28 bushels, and Missouri 32.4 bush- 
els. We think the Iowa crop is cer- 
tainly high enough, but with less favor- 
able conditions so far as rainfall is 
concerned in Wisconsin and Minnesota 
than Iowa, and less heat units on ac- 
count of its northern latitude, we can 
not credit these states with the 
amount of corn with which the gov- 
ernment credits them. There is cer- 
tainly some mistake in this estimate. 
The samples sent in by our contest 
boys from the various latitudes and 
arranged as we have them in the order 
of latitude should show very clearly 
that as we go north the capacity of 
the country to produce corn decreases 
almost in the proportion of the de- 
crease of latitude. It is scarcely pos- 
sible, therefore, that Maine should 
have grown 30.2 bushels, and Idaho, 
where elevatiqg counts as latitude and 
where the nig are too cool for corn 
in any season, should grow 34.5 bush- 
els, and California 30.7 bushels. 

In fact, as intimated last week, we 
believe the entire crop is overesti- 
mated and we suspect the over- 
estimate comes pretty largely from 
states that are not at all adapted for 
growing corn as compared with the 
states in the Mississippi valley. 





A Question of Partnership. 
One of our subscribers writes: 


“A and B are partners on a farm. 
A has property, B has nothing. Can 
A be held responsible for any debts 
which B contracts although A does not 
claim an interest? The firm goes by 
the name of A and B.” 

The question is not clearly put. If 
A and B are partners on a farm, A 
owning the property and B doing the 
work under some partnership arrange- 
ment in which they would share in the 
profits and losses, then A would be 
responsible for any purchases which 
B might make for the farm in further- 
ance of their mutual interests.

ease in pigs char- 
acterized by spasms 
or fits. The attacks 
almost always oc- 
cur in winter, 
when the weather 
is severe. Animal 
shows no symptoms

will be seized suddenly, will raise its nose 
and gasp for breath, soon fall over and 
struggle for a moment or two, when the 
seizures will abate, animal will get up 
and possibly appear all right.

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Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 


Chicago, January 11.—War news has 
been brought into play in the markets re- 
cently, and there have been unusually 
wild fluctuations in prices for grain and 
provisions. Whenever the foreign cable- 
grams pointed to the outbreak of hostili- 
ties between Russia and Japan values 
have advanced briskly, particularly for 
pork. Corn and oats had some good ad- 
vances, and so did wheat, but large selling 
by Armour & Co. checked the upward 


movement of wheat at times. That 
prominent elevator concern is still a 
powerful element in the wheat market, 


and it is frequently hard for the smaller 
fry of traders to tell just _ it the big 
concern is doing, for it*has a way of 
covering up its tracks by “buying and 
selling at the same time through different 
sets of commission firms. Of course, a 
war between great powers would be a 
wonderful help to the grain and provision 
interests of this country, and no other 
factor as important is affecting the mar- 
kets today. The business interests of the 
country are in generally healthy condi- 
tion, with a good domestic and foreign 
trade, the most noticeable exception to 
the rule being the iron interest. The iron 
and steel manufacturers have been losing 
their grip, over production having been 
followed by comparative dullness, and 
the United States Steel Corporation has 
done what most people expected, that is, 
it has failed to declare the usual quar- 
terly dividend on its common shares. 
Presidential years are notably ones of 
conservatism in business, and 1904 is not 
expected to be an exception to the long 
established rule, except so far as in- 
creased sales of breadstuffs, provisions, 
etc., for army supplies may change the 
ordinary tide of events. There is a 
gradual easing up in the money market, 
und more loans are made at 5% per cent, 
while a few are reported at 5 per cent, 
with numerous loans still made at 6 per 
cent. The recent advances in the price 
of wheat have made a stronger market 
for the manufac é uct, and the 
Minneapoligy millers’ nnounced an 
advance of ‘ten cents a barrel in flour. 
Cattle have been coming to market in 
greatly increased numbers since the holi- 
days were over, and there have been some 
set-backs in prices, as was inevitable, but 
the demand has grown so much that 
prices averaged a little higher last week. 
The export demand has continued very 
large, and the shipments across the water 
have cut quite a figure, as values were 
low enough to allow exporters to make 
fair profits. Heavy cattle, after their re- 
cent extreme dullness and weakness, have 
come to the front once more, and an 
active demand has sent them fully 50 
cents per 100 pounds above the low ‘time 
a few weeks ago. Even the stocker and 
feeder branch of the market has taken 
on entirely new conditions, as the greatly 
decreased marketings of these cattle re- 
sulted in advances of 25 to 40 cents, al- 
though the demand is still very moderate 
Sales range at $2.25 to $4.25 for inferior 
stockers to prime feeders, and the com- 
monest stockers have advanced about as 
much as other kinds of cattle suitable for 
sending to feed lots. Beef steers sold at 
$3.00 to $4.00 for the common light 
weights, while choice to fancy beeves sold 
at $5.30 to $5.75. A large share of the 
cattle crossed the scales at $4.15 to $5.25, 
with good steers selling at $5.00 to $5 
ind large numbers of medium cattle a 
$4.25 to $4.90. As to the number of cattle 
on feed throughout the country, the al- 
most universal opinion is that there are 
plenty of an ordinary class, but a scarcity 
of choice beeves that is bound to tell 
later in sending prices higher. Cows and 





heifers have been having a good sale 
right alone at $1.25 to $4.50, a few prime 
heifers selling up to $5.00, while good 


canner cows went at $2.35. Bulls have 
been selling at $1.50 to $4.50, stags at 
$2.50 to $4.50, calves at $2.00 to $7.25, and 
milkers and springers at«@25 to $55 per 
head. 

Hogs have been marketed with plenty 
of freedom lately, and the liberal ad- 
ances in prices that were brought about 
by the rise in provisions undoubtedly 
spurred many stockmen to sell their 
swine, although the changed aspect of 
affairs has led numerous farmers to de- 
cide to hold the bulk of their hogs until 
they reach full maturity. There are 
plenty of hogs in the country, yet many 
stockmen have gradually reached the con- 
clusion that it will pay to make their 
hogs mature, even if corn is rather dear 
in price The swine now being marketed 
are still largely light in average weight, 
and the average weight continues much 
lighter than in most former years. Hence, 
the light weights have to be disposed of 
at a discount, while the consignments of 
stronger weights bring top prices. The 
local packers are not the only large buy- 
ers, as the eastern shippers are also pur- 
chasing a great many of the better class 
of rather heavy hogs. The fresh pork 
trade is as active as ever, and it uses up 
a great many hogs. Hogs sold higher 
than for a long time during the past week, 
the best lots selling up to -*. 15. Closing 
sales were at $4.30 to $50 

Eggs are plentier and lower, the best 
lots selling at 27 to 29 cents a dozen. 
The butter trade is active at 23 cents per 
pound for the best creamery and 21 cents 
for best dairy, while potatoes are active 
nd higher at 58 to 71 cents a bushel 
Dressed turkeys are selling at 11 to 16 
cents per pound and dressed chickens at 
11%, to 12 cents, springs selling at the 
top 

Since the Christmas and New Year hol- 
idays there has been quite a marked im- 
provement in the horse trade, and 
ilthough the receipts have become on a 
larger scale prices were well maintained 
In addition to a good local and eastern 
demand, the export trade has shown in- 
creased animation, and nearly all classes 
of horses are now wanted in good num- 
bers Farm chunks are more active at 
$75 to $135 per head, and these horses, 
as well as heavy drafters, are wanted 
for shipment to Pennsylvania, farm mares 
being scarce in that part of the country. 
Draft horses are selling on a basis of 
$125 to $225, with the call mainly for 
horses good enough to sell at $170 or 
better The demand for drivers is im- 
proving at $65 to $200, only a few selling 
around the lowest figure, while fancy har- 
ness horses sell at $250 to $400. Ex- 
pressers are wanted to ship to St. Louis 
to replace 160 head recently burned alive 
in that city, and bussers and vanners 
are wanted for export to fantom, while 
a Liverpool firm is purchasing fast road- 
sters and coach horses. w.

Black Feathers in Barred Rocks. 

A correspondent writes: 

“Please tell me through your col- 
umns if we have pure bred Barred 
Plymouth Rocks. We sent to a breed- 
er in Illinois and bought eggs. The 
fowls seem of good shape and well 
barred, but some of them have a black 
feather now and then. What is the 
cause, and are they pure?” 

A perfect Barred Rock would have 
no solid colored feathers, either white 
or black, but an occasional black 
feather is found in the very best 
strains of Barred Rocks. Off colored 
feathers are found in many of the 
finest colored specimens otherwise of 
all breeds, hence the question of the 
right or wrong of pulling feathers. I 
would rather have a bird with a solid 
colored off feather than one half black 
and half white. The difficulty of breed- 
ing Barred Rocks in perfection is 
what makes this breed so alluring to 
fanciers. To get a bird evenly and 
accurately barred, free from rusty 
brown, with yellow legs and beak, 
bright bay eye, good comb and shape, 
pullets and cockerels of the proper 
standard color is the object of every 
breeder, the high prices paid for good 
specimens encouraging the growing of 
Barred Rocks by fanciers, utility 
breeders, and farmers. There is al- 
ways a market for good birds of this 
variety. 





Minorcas. 


A subscriber writes: 

“Will you please give me a descrip- 
tion of the Minorca chickens? Are 
they inclined to be wild? What are 
their good and bad qualities?” 

The Minorcas belong to the Medi- 
terranean class. We have Black and 
White Minorcas. The White Minorcas 
have pinkish-white legs and beaks. 
The Black Minorcas have large single 
combs, white ear lobes, white skin, 
slate-colored legs, and full tail. The 
standard weight of the cocks is eight 
pounds, cockerel six and one-half 
pounds, hen six and one-half pounds, 
pullet five and one-half pounds. They 
are not as wild and nervous as the 
Leghorns, and lay a beautiful white 
egg. They are extra good layers of 
large eggs. The only fault we find 
with them is the size of the comb and 
the color of the Black Minorca. We 
never had better meated, quicker 
growing young stock than came from 
an experimental cross of Black 
Minorca hens and Barred Rock males. 
There is a rose comb variety of 
Minorcas, but it is not so common as 
the single comb. They are quite as 
desirable in other respects. 





The Letter That Does the Work. 


To a Breeder of Barred Rocks—Dear 
Sir: I want to buy a Barred Rock 
cockerel at once. I want a bird with 
good eye and head, red ear lobes and 
face, and .good in shape and markings. 
He must have yellow legs, be evenly 
barred all over, especially in neck and 
tail sections, and above all he must 
be vigorous. I would not take a bird 
that had ever had a day’s serious ill- 
ness or that came from roupy stock. 
If you have such a bird I am willing 
to pay two dollars for him, and you 
ean bring him in the next time you 
come to town.—Mr. X. Y. Z. 

Mr. X. Y. Z—Dear Sir: I can not 
send you a cockerel such as you de- 
scribe for the price. The few birds 
I have sold for two dollars are birds 
without fancy markings. They are 
vigorous, free from disease, and of 
good size and shape, but are off color, 
and a few have faulty combs. If you 
will tell me what particular your hens 
are weak in and I have anything that 
I think will do you good I will be 
pleased to quote you prices.—Breeder 
of Barred Rocks. 

To a Breeder of Barred Rocks—Dear 
Sir: I have a flock of Barred Rocks, 
mostly hens. I find that they do not 
come up to standard weight, and that 
there is a large percentage of green 
eyes among them instead of the bay. 
They are all rather darker than I think 
they should be, but the barring is 
good. They are good layers, and I 
wish to mate them with a male from 
a laying strain. If you have anything 
in the male line, either cockerel or 
cock which is not faulty in the same 
particulars my birds fail in kindly 
write me your price on same. I am 





not breeding for the fancier, and am 
not particular as to fancy points, but 
vigorous health and good shape are 
essentials.—Mrs. A. B. C. 

Mr. A. B. C.—Dear Sir: In reply to 
yours of recent date, I have a June 
hatched cockerel light in color, good 
bay eye, and from one of our best lay- 
ers, that I think will please you. He 
is nearly up to standard weight now, 
and is still growing. His comb is poor, 
having seven points and large, and the 
barring is weak in tail sections, but he 
is a bird that will do you good, and, 
mated to your dark pullets, will please 
you.

Duck Growing. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
In response to your request for 


pointers on duck culture I will give 
a little of my experience. Mrs. Sweet 
asked how to tell the drake from the 
ducks. By the stiff, curly feather turn- 
ing forward on the top of tail, and by 
a peculiar whistling noise. One drake 
to six ducks is about the right propor- 
tion in mating. 

Provide a good warm shelter for 
them, and if early eggs are wanted bed 
it down with fresh horse manure. Give 
only sufficient water to drink, and 
warm mashes of ground oats, corn, 
and millet or wheat—of each one part 
—made quite sloppy. In warm, pleas- 
ant weather allow them plenty of out- 
door exercise, being careful to yard 
them before late in the evening, and 
keep up until near noon next day so 
no eggs will be laid astray. Always 
look for eggs in the corner of the 
pen, hidden under the straw or what- 
ever bedding is used. Gather eggs 
often, wrapping them up in paper and 
keeping them in a flannel lined box. 
When you have enough for a sitting, 
nine is about the right number, give 
to some quiet, broody hen that has 
made a reputation for attending to 
business, and about the eighteenth day 
immerse the eggs in water heated to 
about 90 degrees. Place under the hen 
at once, and repeat the operation every 
day thereafter. Duck eggs hatch in 
from twenty-six to twenty-eight days. 
After hatching the ducks may be put 
with the hen in a warm, dry coop and 
fed sparingly for thirty-six hours on 
a mixture of oats, corn, wheat or rye 
scalded and cooled enough to be palat- 
able. Beat up a couple of raw eggs 
in the cooled mass as a guard against 
bowel trouble. I watch them closely, 
and when I see indications of cramps 
I give a drop of brandy in five drops 
of water to each duckling, and I guar- 
antee you will not lose any from this 
trouble. The remedy must be poured 
down the throat with a teaspoon. It 
is best to build a yard of wide boards 
around the coops so the ducks can not 
get out, as they are clumsy little 
things and can not avoid enemies. 
They may be allowed free range after 
three weeks if kept up in the morn- 
ings until the dew is off or during 
rainy weather. Be sure to get them 
into shelter before every shower for 
one infallible rule is to keep them dry 
outside and wet inside. I neglected 
to mention that it is not best to allow 
them access to water more than suffi- 
cient to slake their thirst as they do 
not grow so rapidly as when they have 
water provided by an inverte.. tin can 
placed upon a plate, giving only a lit- 
tle at a time. At four months of age 
separate drakes from ducks and fatten 
for market, as they are a useless ex- 
pense after that age. They may be 
picked sparingly at five months. I 
would not advise picking oftener than 
twice a year, at the times when they 
are shedding.

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The Short Course School at Ames. 


There are over six hundred students 
enrolled in the short course school con- 
ducted by the Iowa Agricultural College, 
at Ames last week and this.

Forest Conditions. 
A great deal is being said of late 
about forestry, growing trees for the 





timber, and all that, and a great deal 
of it is entirely misleading. The tim- 
ber sections of the United States | 
twenty-five years ago contained mag- 
nificent forests which are fast disap- 
pearing under the woodman’s ax. 
These forests owed their existence to 
the fact that forest conditions were 
maintained, and just as soon as these 
forest conditions are removed that for- 
est becomes useless. 

What are forest conditions? If our 
readers will think of some spot on 
their neighbor’s farms, or in their 
county or state, where forest trees 
grow with the greatest rapidity, fur- 
nishing the best quality of timber as 
well, they will know more about forest 
conditions than we can tell them. If 
they wish to see forest conditions de- 
stroyed and the growth of forest trees 
a failure, they do not have very far to 
go. The farmer has a wood lot he is 
anxious to pasture; he cuts down the 
underbrush, rolls the logs together and 
burns them, and possibly he trims up 
his trees. He thinks he will have a 
splendid forest good for all time to 
come. In a few years he finds his tim- 
ber dying at the top, the trunks of the 


entirely 


trees worm-eaten, and he wonders 
what is the matter. Nothing, save 
that he has destroyed forest condi- 
tions. He has let in the sunlight which 


has dried the leaves. Fire escapes 
somewhere, runs through his lot, 
burns up the leaves, the leaf mold, and 
his trees die, of course; die because 
the forest floor is destroyed; die be- 
cause the trunks not being shaded the 
borer has a chance to get in his work. 
If he wants a forest, he had better cut 
that down and start in anew and main- 
tain forest conditions. 

What are these? A dense shade; 
trees planted so thickly that the leaf 
canopy will shut out the sun during | 
the summer when the trees are matur- 
ing and while they are making their 
growth will effectually shade the 
trunks. If he wishes to make observa- 
tions on a larger scale, let him go into 
the cut-over districts of northern Min- 
nesota, northern Wisconsin, and Mich- 
igan, and see what is going on after 
the pines have been removed by the 
lumberman’s ax. He will find the large 
trees of other species both hard and 
soft wood dying and falling to the 
ground. He will see that woodpeckers 
have dug holes in the tops, and that 
the sooner that all the mature trees 
are removed, leaving only the young 
and vigorous, the more money he will 
get out of the. crop. 

If he wishes to make further ob- 
servations as to how nature does 
things, let him notice what is going 
on in these cut-over districts where 
forest fires have destroyed all the tim- 
ber. First, a growth of briers, popple, 
and other soft woods, dispersed with 
some oak and hard woods, with small 
pine trees a few inches high appearing 
here and there. Nature is doing her 
best to cover the nakedness of the 
soil with what grows quickest. By and | 
by the popple and soft woods will 
crowd out the briers and the hard 
woods crowd out the popple, and fin- 
ally the pines will fight for their places 
among the hard woods, and in seventy- 
five years the old conditions will be 
restored. 

What has all this to do with the 
farmer who would grow a windbreak 





for protection on the wind-swept 
prairie? He, too, must maintain forest 
conditions, and if it is not done natur- 
ally must do it artificially. He must 
plant his trees as nature plants them; 
thicker than they are intended to grow, 
and if he wishes to push matters must 
keep down the weeds by cultivation 
as he would a corn crop for about three 
years, by which time the planted trees 
will completely shade the ground. He 
must keep out fire and allow nature 
to begin the formation of a forest floor 
by the decaying of the leaves. Then 
he must thin out, all the time preserv- 
ing as near as possible the shaded 
ground underneath. He must then 
thin with judgment, not allowing great 
holes to occur in his forest but always 
taking out the poorest trees, the least 
promising, and maintaining a perfect 
shade with accumulating leaf mold on 
the soil on which he intends to grow

To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I notice in a recent issue of your 
paper the use of white lead and linseed 
oil as a covering for wounds of trees 
is up for discussion, with considerable 
doubt expressed on your part as to the 
safety in its use with trees. 

Professor Bailey his pruning 
book says: “My conclusion is, after 
having had the question in mind for a 
decade, that a heavy application of 


lead paint is the best all-around dress- 
ing for common pruning wounds; and 
this, I believe, is the commonest 
opinion with careful orchardists.” 
The authority as given above should 
warrant us in feeling safe in the use 
of white lead. While my practice has 
been with the use of earth paints in- 
stead of lead, I have always, with one 
exception, been careful to use only 
the raw or unboiled linseed oil in mix- 
ing my paints. There is great danger 


in 





in the use of the so-called boiled oil. 
I had a little costly experience once in 
this line. In top working some plum 
trees ten or twelve years ago I thinned 
my grafting wax with the common lin- | 
seed oil such as painters use. The re- | 
sults from the use of this wax were 
disastrous. Every graft died. In ex- 
amining into the cause I found 
wherever this wax covered the bark, | 
as at the joints, there the bark tissue 
was dead. My conclusion was that | 
the death of this bark was due to the 
action of the oil used in thinning my | 
grafting wax. 

Professor Budd, who was my hori- | 
cultural oracle during most of my life | 
in Iowa, used to caution us against the | 
use of the “boiled” oil because of the 
acids used in the “boiling” process. 

So betwixt Professors Bailey’s and 
Budd’s advice and my own experience 
I am sure it is wise to shun the boiled 


oil. This caution should be observed 
in the use of ready prepared lead 
paints. Buy your white lead and be 


sure you get raw oil to mix with it in 
its use for all horticultural work.

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Treatment of Thriftless Steers. 

In most bunches of feeding steers 
will be found one or two beasts that 
fail to respond properly to generous 
feeding and while apparently eating 
well remain thin for some mysterious 
reason. In more cases, however, the 
eating of food is performed in a list- 
less manner and there is apparently 
somé difficulty in mastication. In all 
such cases the first step should be to 
place the animal in stocks or stanchion 
and make a careful examination of the 
mouth. Young steers often suffer from 
retention of the crowns or shells of 
the temporary molar teeth. On ex- 
amination it is not uncommon to find 
a shell lodged between the gums and 
cheek or even lacerating the neighbor- 
ing membranes in such a manner as 
to render chewing painful. Some- 
times, too, we find a split molar tooth, 
and cases are on record where the 
sharp point or sliver of such a tooth 
has penetrated into the ‘root of the 
tongue. 

These irregularities of the molar 
teeth are usually associated with 
“quidding” or “balling” of the food, 
especially of hay and fodder, and these 
rounded masses of food after a time 


fall out of the mouth and are found 
in the manger or feed box. In the 
majority of cases, however, trouble 


from milk tooth crowns is to be sus- 
pected when the animal fails to thrive, 
has a harsh, staring coat, ribs showing 
plainly, tendency to diarrhoea, gaunted 
flanks, tight skin, congested or gummy, 
discharging eyes, and, in short, the 
set of symptoms usually denoting a 
case of tuberculosis. Such cattle have 
an inordinate thirst for water and 
speedily become weak and even stag 
gering in gait. 

It is not a difficult matter to remove 
the milk tooth crowns by means of a 
pair of suitable forceps, but when 
these can not be had it is often possi- 
ble to pry them out of place by means 
of a small iron rod. We have suc 
ceeded in several cases with such sim 
ple instruments as a stove poker or 
stove-lid lifter. Even these may often 
be dispensed with as it is frequently 
possible to remove the offending 
crown by means of the fingers. To 
some it may seem a difficult matter 
to examine a steer’s mouth and they 
also dread laceration of their hands 
To obviate this danger insert a wedge 
of hard wood between the molar teeth 


of one side of the mouth while ex- 
amining the teeth on the other side 
and change its position according to 


side of mouth to be examined. Where 
the wedge is used the animal can not 
shut down upon the examiner’s hand 
and the operation is rendered easy and 
safe. 

These suggestions will be new to a 
great many feeders but we would ad- 
vise them after this to make it a prac- 
tice to examine the molar teeth of all 
ill-doing cattle between the ages of 
one and one-half years and two and 
one-half years. It is even well to make 
such an examination in every case 
where thriving has ceased or much 
saliva is seen to run from the mouth 
We say this for the reason that thrift- 
lessness is not always due to retention 
of the milk tooth crowns but may fol- 
low the lodging of a foreign body in 
the tongue or across the roof of the 
mouth. In one where the last 
stage of tuberculosis was suspected 
the cause of trouble was found to be 
a piece of wood stuck across the roof 
of the mouth. This was easily pried 
out by use of a small poker and the 
animal at once commenced to thrive 
and afterwards did well. In some 
other cases on record a nail or needle 
has been found sticking in the tongue 
or about the gullet and its removal 
has naturally beén followed by good 
results. 

In many instances, however, actual 
disease of the tongue is present. We 
refer to what is known as “wooden 
tongue,” due to infection of the tongue 
by the ray fungus (actinomyces) caus- 
ing lumpy jaw in its better known loca 
tion, the jaw, or associated with the 
roots of the molar tooth. This disease 
is to be diagnosed when the tongue 
appears enlarged, quite hard, often 
covered with ulcers or denuded spots, 
and always accompanied by profuse 
salivation. The disease responds read 
ily to the internal use of iodide of 
potash in dram doses in water two or 
three times daily until its effects are 
noticeable in scurfy condition of the 
skin, lack of appetite, drooling, dis 
charges from nose and eyes, at which 
stage the medicine should be stopped 
for a few days, but used again when 
the untoward symptoms have sub- 
sided. As an aid to the internal effects 
of the iodide of potash the tongue 
should painted with tincture of iodine

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a few times and afterwards swabbed 
daily with either a two per cent solu- 
tion of permanganate of potash or a 
solution of one ounce of either borax 
or alum in a quart of soft water. 

On general principles whenever a 
steer is seen to have an abnormal dis- 
charge of saliva from its mouth the 
teeth and tongue should be examined 
and after removal of any offending 
body and institution of suitable treat 
ment as indicated above suitable food 
should be provided that the animal 
may as quickly as possible regain its 
strength and lay on: flesh. All food 
selected under these circumstances 
should be soft and nutritious. For 
this reason endeavor to supply silage 
or roots and offer mucilaginous drinks 
of flaxseed or hay tea with wetted 
mashes of meals and flaxseed. Even 
the temporary removal of hay and fod- 


der will often restore a comfortable 
condition of the mouth where irrita- 
tion exists without a serious cause, 


for sometimes salivation is seen to 
follow long use of coarse fodder or 
hay containing sharp beards of irri- 
tating weeds. Lastly, the addition of 
molasses to the feed of all ill-thriving 
steers will be found wonderfully: ben- 
eficial. First dilute it with an equal 
amount of water, then mix it inti- 
mately with cut hay and straw, coarse 
wheat bran, corn meal, and a small 
amount of flax seed meal or decorti- 
cated cake, and feed night and morn- 
ing with ordinary food at noon. This 
molasses food does not cause derange- 
ment of the digestive organs, and be- 
ing readily digested and assimilated 
produces almost immediate thriftiness 
in thin We refer to New 
Orleans in what has been 
said, and coarse, brown sugar is 
effective in much the same way but 
not so suitable for steers having 
tender mouths. In this connection it 
might be added that apart from mouth 
trouble ill-health is often due to sore 
feet, indigestion, and other similar ail-

Milking Qualities of Angus Cows. 

While the Angus is considered a dis- 
beef breed rather than a dual 
it furnishes some very 
The Iowa Ex- 
Station has a_ registered 
Angus cow which yields over 300 
pounds of butter per year, and we 
have often met with grades that fur- 


nished plenty of milk to justify their 
employment in the farm dairy. Mr. 
J. H. Moore, of McHenry county, IIli- 
nois, has a herd of between thirty and 
forty on his farm near Harvard, Illi- 
nois, and is furnishing milk to The 
Oatman Condensed Milk Company. 
He sends us the following letter re- 
ceived from that company: 

“It gives us pleasure to report to 
you the result of a test made at our 
Harvard factory of your dairy of 
registered and high grade Aberdeen 
Angus cows. The samples submitted 
by your foreman, Mr. Esmond, tested 
out very clear, and the samples from 
the four cows submitted for test on 
November 22d averaged 5.85 per cent 
butter fat, and the samples tested on 
the 29th of the same month averaged 
5.32 per cent. The test made from 
the milk of your entire herd of grade 
Angus cows has averaged from 4 to 
4.5 per cent butterfat for the entire 
season, which is one of the highest, 
if not the highest, tests of any dairy 
coming to this factory.” 

What is lacking in this report is the 
number of pounds of milk furnished 
per cow. It has been our conviction 
for a long time that a very good herd 
of dual purpose cows can be developed 
out of any of the beef types; more 
easily in the Short-lHorn, Red Poll, and 
Polled Durham than any other. It is 
milking and feeding together that de- 
velops the milking qualities in cows. 
Whenever in any part of the world the 
circumstances of the people have de- 
manded milk, cows have responded 
and a milking type has appeared. 
Wherever conditions have led farmers 
to allow their calves to do the milking, 
there the beef type appears. This is 
a fact that should always be borne in 
mind. 
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Streaked and Mottled Butter. 

During the winter season many but- 
ter makers are troubled with white 
streaks or mottles in their butter. 
Although these may come at any sea- 
son of the year if the cause is present, 
it is a trouble which is more prevalent 
in the winter. White streaks are usu- 
ally caused by uneven distribution of 
the salt. When the salt is applied it 
has the effect of turning the butter a 
shade darker, and if it is not thor- 
oughly worked after salting until the 
salt is completely distributed through- 
out, those portions which have not 
been evenly salted are likely to show 
whiter. The remedy is obvious—work 
the salt in thoroughly. 

Mottles are caused by lumpy cream. 
If small lumps or chunks of cream are 
allowed to go into the churn without 
being broken up they are often in- 
corporated in the butter in the same 
form, and not taking the salt, show 
whiter than the remaining portion. 

A prolific cause of this trouble in 
the winter is working the butter in 
a cold room or in a place where it is 
exposed to a draught of celd air. Un- 
der these conditions it is almost im-

Dairying on a Sixty-Acre Farm. 


A western lowa correspondent 
writes us that he has sixty acres of 
poor land which he wishes to turn into 
a dairy farm as fast as possible, and 
wishes to know what breed of cows 
to select. The question which puzzles 
him is how to dispose of the increase 
of his herd He says that farmers

Jersey or Guernsey cow about as 
quick as they would a jack rabbit. 

If he likes the Jersey or Guernsey 
and is making it a dairy farm, intend- 
ing to make butter and cream the

sey. We would not do this on a larger 
farm because on that larger farm we

Use a farm 
separator, feed the skim-milk to the 
pigs and heifer calves, and use a silo 
with either clover or alfalfa to balance 
the ensilage. 

Where the farm is large and there 
is a large amount of roughness that 
can be utilized only by feeding it to 
cattle, then get the best dual purpose 
cows you can get, use the farm sepa- 
rator, and raise the calves by hand, 
thus making a market for your rough- 
ness.

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Care of the Separator. 

The Beatrice Creamery Company, of 
Nebraska, which handles a _ large 
amount of cream from farm sepa- 
rators, recently sent to their pa- 
trons some suggestions on handling 
the milk, operating the separator, and 
caring for the cream, which will apply 
equally well wherever the farm sepa- 
rator is used, as follows: 

THE MILK 

1. Always strain the milk before 
pouring it into the reservoir. 

2. Separate it as soon as possible 
after drawing from the’ cow. 

3. Feed the skim-milk to the 
calves and pigs as soon as done sepa- 
rating. 

4. Never allow one milking to stand 
over until you have another milking, 
so as to save running the separator. 
This is a careless and wasteful 
practice. 

THE SEPARATOR. 

1. See that it stands perfectly level 
and firm.

butter coloring 
much to use. 

It may be applied either to the 
cream just after the latter has been 
placed in the churn, or it may be 
placed in the salt, and thoroughly 
mixed. It is better to add it to the 
cream as this insures its thorough 
distribution. If added to the salt, 
special pains must be taken to work 
the latter into the butter thoroughly. 
The amount to use varies according 
to the season and the cream. The 
only rule is to use enough to give the 
butter a natural June color. 





Milking Properties of Beef Breeds. 


A Nebraska correspondent asks 
which cows will give the most milk 
and butter fat under the same condi- 
tions and feed, Aberdeen Angus, 
Hereford, or Short-horn. 

Inasmuch as the Short-horns have 
been more generally used as milk cat- 


tle than the other breeds mentioned, 


we would say the Short-horns would 
give the most milk, and yet where 
either the Angus or Hereford have 
been milked for a number of years 
they would probably give as much. 
It is the actual milking and feeding 
for milk and not the breed that de- 
termines the milking qualities of 
cattle 
Weeding Out the Cows. 
I operate a farm dairy, make but- 


ter a specialty, and I wish to say that 
in my opinion you can not too strongly 
the farmers who keep cows to 
a daily record of what they are 

weighing each mess of milk 
and testing often enough to get an 
average of its butter fat, so that at 
the end of the year they can tell just 
what each cow is worth, from a butter 
standpoint of view. For more than

two years we have done so. At the 
end of the first year, although we 
thought our herd was all good, we 
found twelve out of twenty-five cows 
that did not pay. We sold these and 
replaced with others; some of our 
own raising and some by purchase. 
This year we find 30 per cent profit 
over last year. We have not found 
the daily record hard to keep. Few 
farmers stop to figure. A cow that 
produces 200 pounds of butter per 
year from $30 worth of feed, which 
sells for 20 cents per pound, leaves 
only $10 for care and the risk. The 
cow which makes 400 pounds of but- 


ter from $30 worth of feed, leaves $50 
for care, risk, and profit, besides a 
whole lot of satisfaction to her owner. 
You never know which cows make 
this profit for you except by using the 
scales and the test

Indoors and Out. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

“It is a nipping and an eager air.” 

It eame, that first big frost; we 
knew it would. But death and winter 
and hard frosts, although we know 
they are inevitable, never find us quite 
ready. I wonder how many of the 
sisters had everything indoors that 
they intended to take in—green toma- 
toes, peppers, plants, etc.? 

And yet it was on the night of the 
17th of October that we of southwest- 
ern Iowa had our first killing frost. 
Even such tender plants as coleus and 
heliotrope were growing lustily up to 
that time, which is very unusual. 
They are often killed in September, 
while hardier plants bloom much iater. 
Dahlias, cannas, and cosmos were do- 
ing their very best at this time. The 
copious showers with which we had 
been blessed during most of the sum- 
mer had kept them growing until they 
were of gigantic size but they did not 
bloom profusely until late fall. Antici- 
pating the frost I gathered great 
bunches of bloom which were beautiful 
beyond comparison. 

Of dahlias I had pink, yellow, dark 
velvety red, and variegated ones; per- 
fect as only nature could make them. 
But on the morning of the 18th the 
buds and foliage were black from the 
effect of the frost, so before the sun 
was high enough to shine on them I 
cut the tops off within a few inches

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of the ground, left them a few days, 
then dug them up, dried them off, and 
set in a box in a dry cellar. It is said 
that dahlias are coming into great 
favor again in England, so we may ex- 
pect a revival of their culture here, to 
start, of course, with the anglo- 
maniacs. Dahlias are natives of 
Mexico, and were introduced into Eng- 
land and other countries of Burope 
in the sixteenth century. They had 
great popularity for awhile, both for 
bloom and the bulbs, which, it is said, 
were considered a table delicacy, but 
for a long time have not been culti- 
vated to any extent except in the 
United States. 

I have tried putting canna bulbs in 
dry sand as recommended by floral 
catalogues, but they have invariably 
dry rotted. This winter I have put 
them in a large flat box filled with 
earth and shall keep them in a cellar 
window where they will get enough 
light to keep them growing a little 
by watering occasionally. I have tried 
this plan before and it has proven 
satisfactory. I have also kept them 
growing in a room over the kitchen, 
where they were kept from freezing 
by the pipe from the cookstove run- 
ning through the room. 

To keep large geraniums in the cel- 
lar, dig them up carefully so as not 
to break the roots, set them in a 
large box as closely as they can be 
crowded without breaking, then put 
enough loose, mellow earth about them 
to cover the roots, and they require 
no further care until spring. Then 
they can be taken out of the cellar 
two or three weeks before time to put 
them in the ground. Cut off the dead 
or decayed parts, water, and set on 
porch or in a sheltered place. If the 
nights are cold enough to freeze them 
throw an old piece of carpet over them. 
They will soon begin to put out green 
leaves and be ready to bloom sooner 
than if allowed to begin growth in 
the cellar, because the leaves which 
come then are so white and tender 
that they will in all probability be 
killed, and thus put the plant back. 
I never had finer geraniums than I 
had this year, and they had been 
wintered in this way. One red 
geranium was three feet high, and 
could not have been covered with a 
wash _ tub. I counted over thirty 
bunches of buds and blossoms on it 
at one time. There is no more satis- 
factory plant, in my opinion, for in- 
doors or out than the geranium. It 
will grow and bloom with very little 
care, and is a perpetual] bloomer. One 
does not have to keep it a whole year 
for it to bloom only once. True, it is 
common, but

Mothers’ Helpers.

Help 
in the home is more and more difficult 
to secure, but where there is a girl or 
woman in the community who can 
give a few hours’ help to her neigh- 
bors the question is not nearly so seri- 
ous. Girls who are unwilling to take 
a place as a domestic, or hired girl, 
willingly accept such a position as 
this, as they feel it more dignified, 
although the work is much the same. 
The plan is an advantage to both the 
mother and the helper. To the 
mother who can not get good help, or 
ean not afford help all the time, a 
strong, bright girl who will come in 
for a day and help with the baking or 
sweeping and look after the children 
while the mother sits down to do 
some much needed sewing or goes to 
town to do shopping, is a boon, a com- 
fort, and joy. Or perhaps she is not 
needed through the day, but can come 
in the evening and do up the supper 
work and stay with the children while 
the father and mother get out for a 
little social recreation. Inu such a 
case she would have to stay all night 
or be taken safely home. Many girls 
can not be spared from their own 
homes or their school work to go out 
and work all the time, but can give 
a few hours through the day or the 
evenings, and thus earn a little for 
themselves and at the same time feel 
that they are doing a good work.

The Most Profitable Age to Feed. 


Prof. Oscar Erf, of the Kansas Agricul- 
tural College, in a recent issue of the 
Drovers Telegram discusses the question 
of feeding yearling and two-year-old 
steers, as follows: 

“The question whether yearlings are 
more profitable to feed full rations and 
put in marketable condition than two- 
year-old steers depends on various phases 
of two general conditions; whether large 
grazing areas are at hand, or whether 
land is high priced and in small areas 
It is unquestionably more profitable to 

market the average steer at two years 
of age under conditions which ordinarily 
exist in Kansas, where pasture and feed 
is plentiful, and the land is comparatively 
cheap. In case a man has a small farm 
with plenty of feed of his own growing, 
combined with much experience and with 
an accurate knowledge of the science of 
feeding, he can undoubtedly make more 
money by the shorter method of feeding 
and marketing yearlings 

“The most gains per hundred pounds 
of feed can be made on young cattle pro- 
vided quality and other conditions are 
equal. This principle holds true in case 
of all classes of young stock for the 
reason that it requires less food for sup- 
port. As the size and age of the animal 
increases, the maintenance rations must 
necessarily under ordinary conditions in- 
crease proportionately; in other words, 
as the animal grows larger so the fuel 
and the energy must be increased to per- 
form the vital functions that are going 
on in the body. From this standpoint it 
would seem that yearlings would be the 
proper aged cattle to fatten for the mar- 
ket. However, this is not the only ele- 
ment to be considered; yearlings market- 
able for beef and commanding their high- 
est price should weigh at least eight to 
twelve hundred pounds. Calves that are 
forced to this point for so-called baby 
beef must of necessity be well bred, or 
they will not take on a suitable finish at 
this early age. 

“Investigations indicate that it requires 
on an average about seven pounds of feed 
reduced to dry matter for each pound of 
Hence, calves 
making a gain of two pounds per day 
would require approximately ten pounds 
of grain and eight to ten pounds of clover 
and alfalfa hay for their ration. To make 
the best gain in yearlings it is necessary 
to feed a more proteinous ration to sup- 
ply the nutrients required for growth than 
is essential in animals of greater age and 
maturity Proteinous rations generally 
cost more and also require more care to 
feed. But this is not all to be considered, 
for calves of this age are apt to lack the 
finish required to command the top price 
on the market. The best priced cattle as 
a rule weigh from 1,300 to 1,400 pounds 
However, yearlings weighing from 1,000 
to 1,200 pounds are always ready sellers, 
if of good quality and fat No matter 
what the general conditions of the mar- 
ket may be, there are always buyers for 
this class of stuff They are handy 
weights and in good demand by the small 
dealers. The difference in price, as com- 
pared with one and two-year-old cattle 
of the same form, varies about 25 to 50 
cents per hundred From these facts 
approximate profits can be estimated un- 
der the various conditions 

“I think for the ordinary feeder there 
would be more profit in feeding ‘calves 
moderately the first winter, giving them 
some bran or oats in connection with a 
little oj] meal as a ration to give them 
growth, and putting them on good pas- 
ture with a little grain at first, and later 
without grain until the middle of July. 
Begin feeding them corn and a little later 
some nitrogenous feeds, like oil meal or 
gluten meal, and have the calves finished 
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at about eighteen or twenty months of 
age for the holiday trade. They can then 
go to market weighing from 1,200 to 1,400 
pounds, and if they are fat and of 

quality they will top the market. his 
system affords the advantage of making 
more of an increase in live weight on 
grass and at less expense than could be 
made during the winter months on a 
grain ration. If the pasture is not un- 
usually good it may be necessary to feed 
grain in addition to grass during the 
summer season, 
calves put on enough flesh to finish them 
for the holidays. Good grass, however, 
will make practically as much gain dur- 
ing the first of the season as any feed 
that can be given During the latter half 
of the season a mixture of old and new 
corn may be used together with better 
results than either alone; rightly they 
should be started on old corn, preferably 
shelled and soaked. In August new corn 
should be added as it comes to maturity. 

“Provided the calves are in good health 
they will not pass any grain undigested 
until nearly a year old, and to follow hogs 
after such animals would be absolutely 
of no value. If pasture is short and some 
forage crops must be fed such as corn, 
Kaffir corn, sorghum, and the like, a lit- 
tle bran or damaged wheat should be 
given in place of some of the corn. 

“It is of great importance to keep the 
calves in good growing and thrifty condi- 
tion from the time of birth until the fat- 
tening period. Good feeders aim to keep 
them gaining at the rate of not less than 
a pound a day, and they may be fed 
to gain a pound and a half without get- 
ting them too fat during the first winter. 
After turning on pasture in the spring it 
is also important that the corn should 
be fed until the grass becomes firmer and 
more nutritious before discontinuing the 
feeding of grain 

‘Under these circumstances it will be 
noticed that no absolute conclusion can 
be reached that will hold true for all 
feeders as to which animal would be the 
most profitable, but each feeder can 
easily work out his own individual condi- 
tion, following his inclination and 
adaptability as a feeder, the kind and 
quantity of food he has, and the vicinity 
in which he is located, whether he has 
much cheap land, or little expensive land, 
and whether he has the opportunity to 
secure well bred animals which are 
thrifty and make economical gains.” 


Arched Backs in Sows. 


Nothing is more important in animal 
breeding than to develop the form best 
adapted to the work the animal has to 
do On the importance of an arched 
back on the brood sow the Farmer says 
in a recent issue: 

“The back in swine is very important 
as it is in other lines of live stock. With 
reference to this it would be correct to 
say that where the back is just right in 
animals intended for meat, ordinarily it 
is not likely that very much will be wrong. 
Too little attention is given to the back 
in some of the scale of points for swine. 
In some instances they call for a back 
straight or slightly arched and in one or 
two instances for a back straight. We 
doubt the propriety of haying the back 
straight in any class of swine, even in 
those breeds which have less length than 
others. Ordinarily if a back is straight 
when the animals are young it will sink 
somewhat as they advance in age. To 
prevent this the back should be a little 
arched. In the large breeds it should be 
considerably arched. In fact, the longer 
the body the more arched should be the 
back to prevent sagging, as indicated 
above A brood sow with a sway back 
would be possessed of a very objection- 
able form A sire with the same would 
be even more objectionable. Too much 
attention can not be given to the develop- 
ment of the back The rise from the 
pols to withers should be very gradual, 
and likewise the descent from the loin 
to the tailhead The back should also 
be of an even width and should slope 
very gradually outward to the descent 
of the side.’ 





Cost of Fattening Steers. 


In a recent issue of the Live Stock Re- 
port Ernest Dawe, of Woodbury county, 
Iowa, submits the following figures as 
showing the cost to him of feeding a 
bunch of steers 

“Take corn at 31 cents per bushel, oil 
meal at $23 per ton, pork at 4 cents per 
pound. To put 400 pounds on a steer and 
150 pounds on a hog has required, with 
me, in the past 75 bushels of corn and 
250 pounds of oil meal. We then have:

Liquidation in Live Stock. 


The end of the year is an opportune 
time to review the past so far as the 
finances of an industry are concerned. 
There has been so much change in the 
live stock business during twelve months 
that we may be excused for looking back 
and finding out the reasons which have 
led up to a great amount of forced liqui- 


dation in cattle and sheep loans, especi- 
ally during the last four months of the 
year. In this country, outside of the 
Pacific Slope, the movement of man is 
westward; the movement of meat is east- 
ward. There is a steady flow of families 
towards the lands still unoccupied in the 
west. The center of population follows 
the sun. This movement has an immense 
intluence on our live stock trade. Twenty- 
five years ago the granger states practi- 
cally raised all their own cattle; today 
the breeding grounds are largely west 
of the Mississippi. Except that Iowa still 
breeds many cattle we might call the 
Missouri the great line of demarkation. 
As it is today the great west supplies the 
surplus feeders, the central states finish 
them off, and from there again the sur- 
plus finds its way to the east and Europe. 
It is an endless chain, requiring endless 
work, giving an outlet to labor, industry, 
skill and perseverance, and it employs a 
great amount of capital. While the west 
is richer than it used to be still its farm- 
ers need aid. In Chicago alone the turn- 
over of stock, the value of the raw ma- 
terial, is estimated at $312,000,000, a huge 
sum, which after being manufactured 
into finished product again employs vaat 
numbers of people and rolls up, so far as 
money is concerned, into an amount 
vastly greater than the above. It is a 
legitimate business, requiring the best 
efforts of the financier. Take for instance 
a farmer with 320 acres of land. On this 
place he will probably have 100 acres of 
corn giving an average crop of 40 bushels 
per acre, or say 4,000 bushels. To utilize 
this crop and keep up the fertility of his 
soil he should feed cattle or sheep. To 
illustrate: he should have, say 60 cattle 
and 100 hogs. The thrifty farmer will 
have his hogs, but in only a few cases 
will he have the cattle, or their equivalent 
in money, so he has to borrow. The 
cattle go off in six months, so even if 
he had the money it would need to be 
idle or at very low interest for the bal- 
ance of the year. The intelligent farmer 
wants to buy more land, for there is 
land hunger in the States as well as in 
Ireland. So general is this custom of 
borrowing that while we have no sta- 
tistics it is a conservative estimate to say 
that 80 per cent of the cattle and sheep 
fed west of Chicago are upon borrowed 
capital. The security is generally ample. 
In the above instance the lender has the 
cattle, the hogs—which are generally un- 
encumbered, the corn and the skill of 
the feeder as a guaranty. Where the busi- 
ness is conducted on the above lines the 
loss is nominal. 

Then there are big feeders in both cat- 
tle and sheep, more especially the latter. 
The rangeman wants to feed his surplus. 
He brings his sheep free of encumbrance 
to the feed lot and the banker provides 
the feed and sometimes the freight, for 
in stopping off, except at railroad yards, 
the freight in full to the market point 
has to be paid. All these and kindred 
loans on live stock are sound and con- 
servative. There is a business risk, as 
in all classes of money loaning, but it is 
small, probably less than in any other 
line of commercial business. In our ex- 
perience it has stood the test. No winter 
passes without its cold snaps, and in a 
decade of cattle business there are years 
of decline. We had such in 1887, 1889, 
1898, 1896, and now in 1903. While the 
depression was bad, probably worse, some 
of the years, the decline in 1903 has been 
sharpest and the most disastrous, and 
with certainly less reason for it. There 
is a fine old proverb “‘The hotter war the 
sooner peace,” but it is a mighty un- 
comfortable proposition while the war 
lasts, and so the last unpleasantness in 
the live stock business has been a very 
disastrous period. We are sorry we can 
not use the word “‘late’’ instead of ‘“‘last,”’ 
for the liquidation still goes on, although 
the fever of calling loans and thinking 
the business has gone to the eternal bow- 
wows is abating. 

The year 1896 found the live stock busi- 
ness all over the country in deplorable 
condition. Values were low, but people 
had become accustomed to them, and a 
further decline in the summer of 1896 
was not felt so acutely. Prices were be- 
low the cost of production. Corn in 
Nebraska and outside points in the west 
went as low as 10 and 12 cents per bushel. 
It was a gloomy time for the farmer. 
The spring of 1897 turned the scale in 
the right direction and since then there 
has been a boom in cattle. These booms 
and depressicns go in cycles, and this boom 
of 1897 lasted longer than usual. We were 
ready for the climax in 1901 or 1902, but 
the country was enjoying great prosper- 
ity, and what had probably more effect 
was the failure of the corn crop in 1901. 
In the spring of 1902 came a great fat 
cattle market. It set people wild. The 
feeder made money and he wanted more, 
and the feeder market was kept booming 
all the time. The stocker market had 
begun to lower in the spring of 1901, and, 
while it did not recover its strength, still 
the prices of 1902 stopped temporarily the 
decline in values. So we entered 1903 and 
there has been an avalanche in the fat 
cattle market, the middle of December 
being certainly the darkest period of the 
year. 

The causes are not far to seek. The 
outsider will tell you that the dressed 
beef men have got their hands on the 
throats of the producers, forgetting that 
the very men who were ready, nay ex- 
cited, buyers at $8.50 per 100 pounds in 


1902 are now tardy purchasers at $5.50. 
In the face of less prosperous’ times 
throughout the country we get 15 to 20 
per cent more cattle and 3 to 5 r cent 
more sheep. How can prices hold up in 
the face of such facts? The true cause 


of the lower prices is oversupply and we 
purpose to show how this state of mat- 
ters has come about. With the boom in 
live stock there arose a lot of mushroom 
financiers and speculators It was a ris- 
ing market and there was no end to this 


delirium of bliss in bovine and fleecy 
circles Money was plentiful. The 
banker went beyond the conservative 


stage and the borrower took the ad-

vantage and plunged wildly. There en- 
sued a wild hustle to get live stock loans, 
a South Sea bubble intoxication came 
over cattle and sheep men. The ordinary 
channels of banking were not enough; 
ostensibly to help the commission men 
to finance their business, to help mar- 
kets, loaning companies were started. 
Their original intention, so the promoters 
stated at the time, was to help the feeder, 
the honest granger who had corn and hay 
but no cattle to eat it. The plan was 


admirable, safe, sound, but with one un- 
jumpable obstacle: the supply of paper 
was not on the market to buy. It was 
restricted With prosperous times coun- 
try bank vaults began to fill up with 
money. They did not care to see their 
best loans going from home. They 


dropped their rate of interest to meet the 
situation and the supply of this class of 


paper grew less instead of increasing. 
3ut there was a field outside: there were 
stock cattle loans, cattle on the range, 
sheep among the sage brush. This was 
a new world to conquer and there are 
always Alexanders in the field, but not 
always so successful as the ambitious, 
brainy, nervy Greek. Now loans upon 
stock cattle or sheep are just as 


as any others if they are made judiciously, 


but there was injected into this fleld a 
vast amount of money The commission 
houses did the first work, then the loan 
companies commenced to do the business 
direct. Many of the parties interested in 
them began to speculate in live stock 
themselves. The whole sentiment of the 
trade, banker, commission man, cattle

ness, grew bullish on the 

the employes of banks, loan companies, 
firms at the stock yards, began to handle 
live stock on their own account. Under 
such influence prices went up. Men of 
straw made great purchases, unloading 


one herd or flock at an advance only to 
purchase another. Commission houses 
were organized: the successful feeder, the 
rangeman with a ¢g bank account, 
dreamt of his profits in such a lorious 
business and many of them join in the 
hunt for wealth. Two years ago the pru- 
dent banker and money lender saw a 
small cloud in the horizon, a year ago it 
was more distinct, and today it hangs 
over the whole situation, but there is 
light beyond, because we believe the liqui- 
dation is about over. We may have more 
wrecks but things are improving in a 
general way 

Some of our eastern papers have taken 
up the subject and talked freely about 
the above matters. They are partially 


right. There has been too much expan- 
sion, too much kiting, and yet when you 
come down to it the greatest sinners 
have been the banks, and more especially 
those on the line of the Missouri river. 
They have extended too much _ credit. 
There has been an inclination at the 


Stock Yards towns to support the weaker 
firms in this loaning business. They had 
to pay higher rates and in several in- 
stances it looks as if the commission 
houses were running the bankers, instead 
of the reverse, which is the natural or 
at least the business-like way No end 
of institutions in the west are loaded up 





with slow moving assets which will need 
to be nursed, instead of handling at this 
season gilt-edged feeding loans and a 
mixture of stock cattle and sheep loans 
at a low rates of values and which in the 
course of business every loaning concern 
must handle so as to keep its business 
alive and moving. The above is probably 
the worst feature of the business. There 
may be further forced liquidation next 
year because we have the old bugaboo 
of presidential year before us. 

Aside from this, from a banker’s point 
of view, there has not for years na 
sounder, more favorable year to handle 
live stock paper. Cattle and sheep have 
gone into the feed yards at low prices, 
not the lowest on record, but the values 
are not likely to go much lower. Even 
if fat cattle sell at today’s prices there 
is ample margin on well placed conserva- 
tive loans. This remark holds as to 
sheep also. While the outlook against 
boom prices for cattle or sheep or hogs 
there is a prospect of a fairly good mar- 
ket during 1904. 

It is an old that out of evil 
comes good. When we are thro with 
the present troubles business will drift 
back into its natural lines. The country 

banker, whose position is wonderfully im- 
proved in the last decade, will handle the 
bulk of the loans. Where they have 
money or can command it no outside 
party can compete against them. They 
are on the spot day in and day out. But 
there are at portions of the west, 
sparsely settled, with little capital be- 
hind, vast possibilities but not enough 
of money to keep the main industry of 
raising and feeding live stock ons with. 
There the outsider will come in and will 
suc Naturally the borrower will go 
to the firm who sells his stock and call 
for assistance. It is a mutual business 
and when conservatively handied ens 
can be better in the way of bringi 
bankers.and capitalists the very best 
of per. It is a daily product; we ae

cash e day and hour. It is a field 
which ithe intelligent investor can well 
afford to study, for iy opens up business

Once More Hog Cholera. 

A correspondent of Minnesota, who 
has been feeding hogs in a lot where 
cholera prevailed a few years ago, and, 
as he says, has had good luck so far, 
asks how the germ is carried, why it 
has not appeared in that section of 
the country this year, whether wet 
weather drowns it out in that state 
and not in Iowa, and his conclusions 
is that it is caused by exclusive feed- 
ing of corn and nothing else. 

It is quite true that in countries 
where corn is not a principal feed chol- 
era is less prevalent than in sections 
where the hog is fed almost entirely 
on corn. It is not, however, entirely 
true. Notwithstanding the thorough 
police supervision on every farm, chol- 
era is found more or less every year 
in Ireland, where they grow no corn 
at all, and the surprising thing is that 
in that country all sick hogs and hogs 
that have been exposed are killed at 
once. Notwithstanding this there are 
more or less cases there every year, 
and it seems impossible to stamp it 
out. 

The method of handling hogs in that 
country tends to distribute it. Here 
hogs seldom leave the feed lot until 
they go to market; there they are sold 
at county fairs. This, we think, is-the 
reason why it seems impossible to 
stamp out hog cholera in that country, 
and goes to show that at least what 
is known as hog cholera is distributed 
by the germ and in no other way. 

One reason why hog cholera prevails 
in the corn districts of Illinois, Iowa, 
and Nebraska is because of the great 
numbers of hogs on each farm. When 
the germ is once introduced it has so 
much material in which to develop that 
the disease becomes exceedingly 
malignant, whereas in countries like 
Minnesota, where fewer hogs in com- 
parison are kept, the disease is not 
liable to take on such a malignant 
form. 

It is quite well settled after years 
of the most thorough investigation 
that the disease known under the com- 
mon name of hog cholera is a germ 
disease and can not be developed ex- 
cept by the presence of the germ. Dur- 
ing the last few months the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has discovered, or 
thinks it has discovered, a disease 
quite similar to hog cholera in which 
the germ is not present, but it will 
take a year at least to determine this 
absolutely. Until that is done, the one 
thing farmers should ever bear in 
mind is to prevent the germ from en- 
tering their premises. 

This is more easily done when the 
farm is some distance from the high- 
way and where neighbors and relatives 
who may be visiting are excluded from 
the hog lot when cholera prevails in 
the neighborhood. The substitution of 


woven wire fences for the ordinary 
barbed wire will tend very much to 
lessen the chance of infection. The 


farmer should not hold a public sale 
when cholera prevails in his neighbor- 
hood, nor should be buy hogs from the 
neighbors. In short, he should keep 
his hogs as much as possible to them- 
selves. He should give a variety of 
feed, not for the purpose of excluding 
the cholera but to maintain the health 
and vigor of the animals, so that in 
case disease does come they will have 
vigorous constitutions to resist it. 
This, we think, is about all that can 
be said is really certainly known on 
the subject. 





Suitable Feed for Brood Sows. 


An Iowa breeder, who is starting 
in with a herd of Durocs, has 
experience in taking care of hogs but 
no experience in feeding thoroughbred 
sows, writes us to know whether he 
should feed shorts and bran with oil 
meal in connection with corn. He 
states that he has heard that oil meal 
is apt to produce barrenness, and asks 
if it is safe to use it, how much should 
be fed to gilts bred in November; also 
whether shorts are profitable to feed 
to growing shoats and fattening hogs, 
and whether oil meal should be mixed 
with shorts, and if so, in what propor- 
tion. 

If we were feeding brood sows we 
would leave out the bran altogether 
for the reason that it contains too 
much woody fiber to be used largely in 
hog feed. There are shorts and shorts. 
Unless one is careful he is apt to get 
under the name of shorts a compound 


of bran and weed seeds with not very ' pounds is rather expensive. It

much real nutritive matter in it. In 
fact, until the states pass laws pre- 
venting adulteration and requiring a 
guarantee of nutritive value, one must 
be careful in buying almost any kind 
of food for stock which is evidently 
of a miscellaneous character. 

Good shorts or middlings are an ex- 
cellent feed for brood hogs in connec- 
tion with corn. At the Wisconsin sta- 
tion Professor Henry fed hogs on 
equal parts of middlings and corn 
meal with the following results: it 
required 537 pounds of corn meal to 
make 100 pounds of gain; 522 pounds 
of middlings, and 429 potnds of equal 
parts of middlings and corn meal. 

At the Missouri station, 645 pounds 
of corn meal were required for 100 
pounds of gain, and 605 pounds of 
middlings, and in a subsequent experi- 
ment it required 502 pounds of corn 
for 100 pounds of gain and 367 pounds 
of middlings. 

The terms 
and “shorts” 
criminately 
mill, but the real feeding value of 
either can be determined only by ex- 
amination and some knowledge of the 
honesty of the miller; hence, it is very 
difficult to give any satisfactory idea 
of the value of these. For this reason 
we have rather hesitated to recom- 
mend them as a feed for hogs. 

Coming now to our correspondent’s 
question, if we were feeding a lot of 
thoroughbred sows and had some good 
clover hay, first or second crop, prefer- 
ably second, we would get a cutter 
and chop it up as fine as we could. 
We would feed in connection with this 
corn meal at the rate of two pounds 
per day and would not add either oil 
meal or shorts until we found how 
they would thrive under this method 
of feeding. We have fed considerable 
of oil meal to brood sows and shoats 
and have never seen any bad results; 
in fact, we do not think any better 
feed could be given to brood sows for 
a week before hesiaeing than a small 
amount of oil meal which might be 
increasec gradually. We would com- 
mence with about a tablespoonful a 
day and carefully watch the droppings. 
Of course it may be fed in such quan- 
tities as to produce purging, in which 
case it should at once be discontinued. 

Brood sows in the latter period of 
pregnancy are very apt to become 
constipated, which under no circum- 
stances should be permitted, and we 
know of no better way to avoid it than 
by the use of a small amount of oil 
meal, particularly if the feed is largely 
corn. We advise our correspondent 
to try this clover hay and corn, vary- 
ing the amounts as his experience may 
teach him. If he has wheat or can 
buy wheat screenings or barley and 
have them ground they will cost him 
but little more than shorts, and will 
be a good deal better

Of the various feed stuffs mentioned 
in your subscriber's letter corn is by 
far the cheapest. However, when a 
ration is to be formulated for young 
brood sows corn must form but a very 
small proportion of the grain fed. 
Shorts at 75 cents per 100 pounds are 
a very economical feed for brood sows. 
Swift’s digester tankage contains 60 
per cent protein, but at $2.00 per 100 
is a

good feed for young hogs intended for 
fattening purposes. For brood sows, 
however, I think a ration composed of 
the other feed stuffs will be more 
economical and give just as good or 
even better results. I would recom- 
mend a ration composed of two parts 


oats, two parts shorts, and two parts 
corn. This will be one of the most 
satisfactory rations composed of the 
feed stuffs mentioned, and at the 
same time an economical one. Feed 


this in the form ofa thin slop. I would 
not recommend the use of oil meal for 
the feeding of brood sows. Bran is a 
good feed and might be used for part 
of the ration instead of some of the 
shorts or oats. I think it would be 
best to grind the corn and mix all 
of the feed together in the form of 
a thin slop.
